This department has compiled a 
“Sales Calendar” which you'll find 
with this article. You can clip it 
as an aid to timing your own buy- 
ing to take advantage of sales. Be- 
sides the regular sales, it pays to 
watch for special ones which can 
occur at any time as a store or 
manufacturer finds itself over- 
stocked on an item. 

SHOP CAREFULLY 

You do have to shop sales care- 
fully. For one thing, some install- 
ment furniture stores and appli- 
ance retailers (especially in the 
sewing-machine and vacuum-clean- 
er businesses) have a tendency to! 
advertise “bait bargains.” When a 
salesman deprecates the advertised 
special and tries to get you to buy 
a much costlier item, that’s the 
tip-off on such phony sales. 

As previously reported here, an-| 
other type of spurious sale is often 
found in “special reductions” on 
jewelry, watches and silverware 
which carry exaggerated list 
prices. “Sales’’ of toiletries are 
sometimes also based on exagger- 
ated “regular prices.” One cos- 
metics manufacturer prices a lotion 
at $2 for two or three months and) 
the rest of the year sells it as a 
“half-price special” at $1. 

In one revealing incident, two 
department stores in the same 
city advertised in the same news-} 
paper the sale of a silk print dress, 
identical in every detail. One store 
offered it at $16.95 with no claim 
of reduction. The other store head- 
lined its ad: “Sale! ... $16.95. Reg- 
ularly $24.95.” 

REHONY SALES 

«Television sets have also been) 
the center of some phony sales.| 
Some stores have advertised popu-| 
lar brands at reduced prices, only| 
to inform people who came to buy 
that there weren’t any more. 

It’s always wise to be skeptical 


of sales which advertise like this: 


“Men’s Suits, formerly up to $65,| 


now $40.” Technically there’s noth- 
ing wrong with that statement. 
But from the experience of the Bet- 
ter Business’ Bureau, who police 
retail advertising, you might well 
ask, “How many actually were 
$65?” 

But the thing to watch out most 
of all, is the temptation to buy 
poorly-designed goods because it’s 
advertised at a sharply reduced 
price, or to buy stuff you have no 
use for, or clothes that don’t go 
with other things in your ward- 
robe, or that even don’t fit well or 
may require costly alterations. For 
example, during the White Sales 
stores sometimes advertise such 
fancy goods as pastel sheets or 
silky percales at cut prices. They’re 
no bargain if what you need is 
plain, sturdy muslin, 
TYPES OF SALES 

Generally speaking, 
three types of sales: 

Clearances occur at the end of a 
season. They offer the sharpest re- 
ductions but require careful shop- 
ping to avoid what merchants call 
“dogs” —- merchandise a_ store 
couldn’t sell because of poor de- 
sign or construction. Also beware 
of buying “high fashion” items at 
the end of a season; next year they 
may look out of style. Best buys in 
clearances are simple, classic 
styles. 

Special Purchases offer lesser 
savings, but have the advantage of 
being available earlier in the sea- 
son. These are often manufactur- 
ers’ remainders or closeouts. In 
this type of sale, make sure that 
the manufacturer didn’t skimp on 
vital details such as the seams of 
a dress or the cut of a shirt, in or- 
der to produce merchandise at a 
“sale” price. 

Annual sales offer smallest re- 
ductions but are sometimes the 
most reliable. Such sales occur at 
the same time each year, like the 
semi-annual shoe _ sales. Stores 
throughout the country reduce 
prices 10 to 20 per cent on staple 
styles and brands.

CHILDREN’S BUREAU CHIEF 
ASKS LABOR TO AID CAUSE 


By MARTHA M. ELIOT, M. 


D., Chief, Children’s Bureau 


U. S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare 


This is the Nation’s 60th official 
Labor Day, 

Starting as a day when workers 
could “show the strength and 
esprit de corps of the trade and 
labor organizations,” the Ccengress, 
in 1894, made this a legal holiday 
for all in the District of Columbia 
and the Territories. The States 
have similarly marked the day. 

A holiday from work, Labor Day 
has now become a holiday for all 
the people, not just for those who 
belong to labor organizations. A 
day of parades and picnics, it is a 
day of play for all the family and 
all the community. A day of honor 
to labor, it is a day of honor to all 
who work, with hand, and head, 
and heart. 

This is a fitting occasion, then,| 
for all of us to rejoice in what we} 
have achieved for children, and to 
give thought to what remains to 
be done. 

The multitude of sacrifices that 
workers with hand and head and 
heart have made in the past 6 de- 
cades to lift the level of produc- 
tion, of family income, and of pro- 
tection against want give today’s 
children a greater chance for eco- 
nomic security than any earlier 
generation of children had. 

Over the years, some of the 
worst diseases of childhood have 
become “out of date’ Whooping 
cough, scarlet fever, smallpox, and 
typhoid fever, that used to kill 
thousands, are major killers no 
longer. 

Sixty years ago, children died 
“like flies.’ Now we lose fewer 
than 30 babies for every 1,000 born 
alive. 

In the early days of this cen- 
tury, over 2 million children from 
10 to 16 years of age were em- 
ployed in “gainful occupations” in 
the United States. 
{Federal and State laws regulate 
child labor, protect children against 
employment in many hazardous 
occupations; supervise the hours 
which they may work.

Pictures on This Page Tell 
Story of World Significance 


The pictures on this page tell a story not merely of na- 
tional, but of world significance. 

What happens to organized labor in the United States, 
and what organized labor makes happen in the United States, 
means much to all the nations of the free world. 


Had it not been for American labor's enormous productive 
power, the Marshall Plan, the Truman Doctrine, the Point 4 
effort to aid all underdeveloped nations would have come to 
nothing, couldn't even have been proposed. 

Had it not been for American labor's production and effi- 
ciency, World Wars I and II would have been lost, and 
World War III would have been inevitable, as the UN troops 
would have been unable to stem the tide in Korea, and the 
path of world conquest would have lain wide and inviting 
before the feet of the ruthless seekers for world empire. 


So these pictures, supplied us by Labor Press Associates, 
are well worth our readers’ study, as reminders of the striking 
events which have marked our year since last Labor Day. 


The Carpenters’ Withdrawal 


The departure of the Carpenters from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor comes as somewhat of a surprise to those | 
who, observing organized labor from the outside, had assumed | 
that AFL and CIO were about to reunite into one big happy | 
family, and that henceforth all would be serene within the 
ranks of labor and all disturbed in the ranks of labor's 
enemies. 

However, those of us within the labor movement take 
these bickerings, these hurried departures from, and slow 
returns to somewhat as a second Californian takes high fog 
in the morning, not figuring, as do tenderfeet from Iowa, 
that it looks like rain. 

We've already got the welcome mat out for our friends 
the Carpenters when they return, and while they're away, 
we wish them well, and know that they're still friendly to us. 

The only angle of the affair that is really bad publicity for 
organized labor in general is the fact that the sudden depar- 
ture was taken without warning by one man’s action. That, 
just as did John L. Lewis’ withdrawal of the United Mine 
Workers some years ago, created the impression that labor 
unions are dictatorships. Lewis, it will be remembered, simply 
wrote on a famous scrap of paper: “Green: We disaffiliate. 
Lewis.” 

A few more of these withdrawals of hundreds of thousands 
of men by the instantaneous action of one man, and we'll 
be getting some tough amendments to the Taft-Hartley Law 
wrapped up in the provision that before such an action as a 
withdrawal can be taken there must be a referendum to the 
membership. The public would approve such a provision, and 
would be prone to swallow along with it viciously anti-labor, 
anti-democracy provisions, just as the public did when the 
T-H Law was originally passed.

On this Labor Day, 1953, the more than eight million mem- 
bers of the American Federation of Labor may well pause 
and consider how far we have come, what responsibilities 
we have assumed, and what we may do to help move forward 
to a more peaceful and nappies tomorrow. 


When the American Fed- 


eration of Labor was founded 
three-quarters of a century ago, 
its leaders and members concent 
trated upon a few simple objec- 
tives. The growing strength of in- 
dustrialists and the public preju- 
dices against unions in those days 
made difficult the attainment of 
even these fundamental aims. 
We had to battle for the very 
right to organize.

law, and until it is replaced or 
amended subsequently to allow) 
trade unions to function effec-) 
tively, we cannot feel that labor's!

It is still one of organiz- 
ing the unorganized, of seeing that 
working men and women receive 
just wages and work reasonable) 
hours. But it is one also that re- 
quires you who are members of the 
American Federation of Labor to

affairs on every level. Your union 
should still be the center of your 
economic. life, but in these days; 
each of us must step to farther 
and farther horizons. 

Trade unions are the fundamen-| 
tal bastion today of free democ-; 
racy. All of us in the American 
Federation of Labor are called, 
upon to man important posts in| 
that bastion. On this Labor Day,! 
each of us may well pause and ask 
himself: “Am I doing all I can.and 
should do as my part?

Every member must make his or 
her full contribution to the basic 
objectives of our. organization.

side. The relations between nations 
continue to imperil peace.

These young- 
sters have been permanently in- 
cluded in the State industrial labor 
force as they are subject after 
graduation to job direction for 4 
years and to usual governmental 
controls over labor thereafter, 
GRADUATES DECLINE 

The first postwar Five Year 
Plan (1946-50) had provided for a 
considerable expansion of the 1a- 
bor reserves program—to reach 1.2| 
million young workers annually 
by 1950. But the largest numbe1 
graduated was only 1 million in 
1948. Thereafter the total steadily 
declined to 326,000 in 1952. 

The Monthly Labor Review ar- 
ticle, on the new policy shift in 
the training of Soviet industrial 
labor, states that despite this de- 
cline, apparently too many one-sp¢ 
cialty workers were trained for 
the Soviet economy to absorb effec- 
tively. Many of these graduates 


were forced to take unskilled jobs.

The Central Labor Council of Alameda County, Cali- 
fornia, is this year celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of its 


founding. One of its most active delegates is a man who led a| 
strike in President Cleveland’s time, a decade before the|— ae 


founding of our Council. However, the labor movement of 
Alameda County looks far more to the future than to the past. 
Alameda County is the site of Oakland, across the bay from 
San Francisco. 

The 110 local unions affiliated with the central body count 
upon being vigorously backed by the Council during their eco- 
nomic struggles. They enter with energy the new political life 
which has opened up before trade unions in the past decade or 
so, and they take a very active part in civic affairs. 

The outstanding economic struggles within the past decade 
which have had much to do with the shaping of our philosophy 

’ were the “labor holiday” of 1946 and the strike a few years 
later against Safeway Stores. 

The 1946 struggle arose as the result of a strike of clerks 
against two big retail stores in Oakland. Before it was over, 
every craft in the area was out. The “work holiday” was 
called by all the AFL unions in Alameda County following 
the convoy by the Oakland and Berkeley police of trucks 
owned by a Los Angeles strikebreaking outfit, and was settled 
after two days when the city officials agreed that the scab 


outfit would be forced to leave the county and the police | 


would not be used again to break a strike. 

The Safeway struggle was protracted, but it did not have 
such a sensational climax. Nevertheless, it had many reper-| 
cussions, and one result was the establishment of the sanctity 
of picket lines in Alameda County. 


White-Collar Locals Are Backed 


It is typical of our Council that we have vigorous white- 
collar locals and have given them strong backing. The Office | 
Employes, the Insurance Agents and the Commercial Teleg- 
raphers have all shown indomitable courage and persistence in | 
fighting to extend their organizations and to maintain their 
standards. They have been given splendid backing by the) 
more established organized crafts. 

Another big recent economic struggle was that of the! 
Carpenters. The local affiliated with our Council took part in 
a battle to establish a health and welfare plan which set an 
important precedent for the Carpenters all over the country. 

All the AFL unions in the county have progressed to the| 


extent that they regard a fight of one as a fight of all. We'| 
have one of the hardest fighting groups of unions in the) 
country. 

Politically, we've had some big ups and some downs dur- 
ing the past decade, but we've been in on the fighting on the 
municipal, county, state and national levels. Oakland is the 
headquarters of the powerful Knowland machine and Gov- 
ernor Warren's home town. On the whole, our unions have 
been emphatically New Deal in state and national affairs, and 
have grappled with the Knowland machine in municipal and 
county affairs. 

One of Oakland labor's notable political victories was in

The ‘Mutual Educational Policy’ 


As many central bodies da, we welcome brief film show- 
ings and addresses at our meetings by experts representing 
such organizations as those engaged in fighting heart disease, 
cancer, tuberculosis, etc. Statesmen who pass through our 
world port have also been heard. We think of a central labor 
body as not only a powerful economic organization capable of 
giving its affiliated unions backing in time of trouble but also 
las a civic educational group in which our members learn 
|much by listening to and asking questioms of leaders in many 
lines of economic, political and civic activity. 

Some ofthe employers with whom Alameda County labor 
has engaged in intense struggles are also among those with 
whom our people cooperate closely in apprenticeship training 
and in the big annual apprentice graduation held in the Oak- 
land Auditorium. 

Part of our ‘mutual educational policy’ —if that is what 
it might be called—is to avoid sending only the higher officers 
of the Council to the various educational institutes conducted 
for labor unions. Thus, the annual week-long summer institute 
held under the sponsorship of the California State Federation 
of Labor and the University of California Institute of Indus-¥ 
trial Relations has for some years been attended, as delegates 
| whose way is paid by the council, by younger and newer offi- 
livers of smaller unions. 

Our feeling is that it is important for the smaller locals, not 
financially too well established, to get adequate opportunity 
for sound and broad training of their officers. We do not 
| wish to become “‘institutionalized”’ in the adverse sense—that 
is, to have all things fall into the hands of a few Council offi- 
cers or old-timers. 


Older Members Very Progressive 


It should be stressed, however, that some of our older 
jmembers are among our most forward-looking progressives. 
Still on the staff of the Council in a respected advisory ca- 
jpacity is William Spooner of the Culinary Workers, who 


|served twenty-seven years as elected secretary of our Council. 
‘Another is William P. Fee, of the Milk Wagon Drivers, 
\twenty-five years an officer and now assistant secretary of 
the Council, known for many years in the local labor move- 
ment. 

Much older than these comparatively young men is T. J. 
(Tommy) Roberts, 89 years old and often called “the most 
jactive of our younger men. Tommy is secretary of the Re- 
;gional Park Board, and it is he to whom we referred as the 
iman who was a strike leader—the great railroad strike—in 
\President Cleveland's time. 


| Tommy regularly gets up in Council, whether it be the 
Building Trades or the Central Labor~and he sits in on both 
—and asks why we younger people don't get a move on! 


We in Alameda County feel that we have a right to face 
the future with a reasonable degree of confidence. We are 
strongly rooted in the past, active in the present and hopeful 
for the future—but hopeful only if labor throughout the U. S. 
continues to realize the menace of reaction with which it is 
now confronted.
